without assistance. I did have a con- 
ple of tractors and bulldozers for the 
tough spots but we never used them. 
AH our road: paving was manual 
work. 

“The first time we were really 
stuck was roughly off Nueiba, some 
30-40 kms. inland. We were stuck in a 
gradient of dunes and used those 
trucks to tug each other uphijJ. It 
took us 11 hours to cover a stretch of 
12 kms. with all the men out and 
pushing. It upset our schedule and, 
what was even more important, took 
a serious bite out of our fuel and 
water reserves ... We had another bit 
of difficult terrain later on and all 
told lost about 15 hours. This second 
place was somewhere near Dahab. I 


think we covered about 300 kms. No . 


one of us had ever covered that 
becrem πεῖοτοὶ All we had were 
maps some aerial photographs.
